Mr. Taft Delivers Notable Address 
in Carnegie Hall in Which He Re- 
fers to Many Questions of Public 


Moment— Tariff Change Downward. 


EW YORK, March 18.--“The

Washington to New York. 

The President was made acquainted 
with the principal provisions of the 
bill before it was finally approved by 
the Committee on Ways and Means. 
He thinks the revenue to be derived 
from the proposed Federal inheritance 
tax will be largely in excess of the 
amount that hag been estimated. 

President Taft came to New York 
to eulogize in his first "public address 
as President, a Democratic predecessor 
in thé office he now fills, the late 
Grover Cleveland. Mr. Taft 
Mr. Cleveland as a man who was as 
completely American in all his char- 
acter as Lincoln. | 

The President spoke at the Cleyeland 
seventy-second anniversary exercises 
in Carnegie Hall and was an interest- 
ed listener to the tributes to Mr. 


-| Cleveland tonight when the ceremonies 


Were continued in the auditorium of 
the College of the City of New York. 

Mr. Taft traveled in the “Constitu- 
tion,” the car he used during 40,000 
miles of campaigning last fall, and 
from which he made more than 400 
Speeches. The trip from the capital 
was without incident. 

Arriving at Jersey City, the Presi- 
dential party was greeted My a great 
throng. Heads were bared as the 
President passed along the station 
platform. The members of the party 
entered automobiles and were driven 
to the residence of Henry W. Taft. 

ADDRESS ON CLEVELAND. 

Mr. Taft's address in Carnegie Hall 
Was not only a eulogy of ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland, but it inefientally re- 
ferred to the many public questions 
which were dealt with during Mr. 
Cleveland's administration. 

Mr. Taft spoke as follows: 

“Fellow-citizens: Grover Cleveland 
Was as completely American in his 
Character as Lincoln. Without a col- 
lege education, he prepared himself

for the bar. His early life was con- 
fined to Western New York. His vision 
of government and of society was not 
widened by foreign travel. He Was a 
public product of the village and town 
te of the Middle States, affected by 
New England ancestry and the atmos- 
phere of a clergyman'’s home. His 
chief characteristics were simplicity 
and honesty, courage of his convic- 
tions, with a sense of public duty that 
has been exceeded by no statesman. 
within my knowledge. It was 80 
strong in him that he, rarely wrote 
anything whether in the form of a 
private or public communication that 
the obligation of all men to observe 
the public good was not his chief 
theme. 

“His career was a most remarkable 
one. By his administration of the 
‘affairs of his city as its Mayor he 
showed his power to resist and over- 
some the influences that made for cor- 
ruption and negligence in city govern- 
ment, both in his own party and in 
the party of his opponents. His repu- 
tation in this regard spread over his 
native State of New York at a time 
when such an attitude of his seemed 
exceptional, and his standing before 
the community became an asset of 
the Democratic party that even those 
who had but little sympathy with his 
principles were glad to seize upon him 
as a means of getting into power.

Uniess a gag rule for the preven- 
tion of unlimited amendment, under 
the five-minute rule, is brought in. 
the minority members of the Ways 
and Means Committee will not report 
a separate bill. Their report will be 
drafted by Minority Leader Champ 
Clark, and will severeiy criticise the 
wool schedule. It is contended by the 
Democrats that it has not been cut 
Wuffictentiy to place it on a revenue- 


The inberitance tax. Philtppine free 
trade, interna) revenue and minimum 
and maximum features are indorsed by 
the minority leader and there has 
been much favorable comment on the 
measure by Democrat committee- 
men. Mr. Clark today declared that 
he Had not had sufficient time to 
look into the bill's other provisions to 
enable him to comment upon them. 

It is understood that the minority 
leader favors the removal of the re- 
strictions upon the quantity of sugar 
and tobacco that can be admitted 
from the Philippine Islands free of 
duty. On the other hand. several 
southern Democrats are endeavoring 
to have the free trade provision 
amended so as to exclude rice, their 
contention being that rice could be 
sent from the Philippines to the 
United States and sold for 2 cents a 
pound if admitted free from the isl- 
ands. This, they say, would ruin the 
rice industry in this country. 

A number of Democrats will join 
with some Republicans in an effort to 
keep the duty assessed by the Dingley 
bill upon lumber. The fight for free 
lumber will be headed by Mr. Clark, 
it is understood. He has frequently 
expressed himself in bitter terms re- 
garding the lumber situation in this 
country. During the tariff hearings 
he arraigned the lumber magnates 
and delved deep into the intricacies of 
slumpage and railroad land grants. 

It is thought there will be no seri- 
ous opposition to the tariff on tea. 

BENEFITS TWO NATIONS. 

Great Britain and France probably 
will be the first countries to receive the 
benefits of the minimum rates named 
in the Payne bill. According to the 
committee's report, made today, Great 
Britain has been unable to secure the 
benefits of reciproca! trade agreement 
provided for by the Dingley bill, al- 
though she has treated this country 
fairly in her customs accounts. As 
the French trade agreement with the 
United States contains no provision 
for its continuance for any time after 
it has been abrogated by either nation, 
France may receive the benefit of the 
minimum rates of the Payne bill as 
soon es it is enacted, the matter being 
entirely in the hands of the French 
government. France is now revising 
her own tariff on a maximum and min- 
mum basis. 

The Ways and Means Committee es- 
timates that the entire revenues to the 
government for the fiscal year 1910, pro- 
vided the Payne bill is in operation, 
will be $862,065,.885. As the amount for 
which revenue will de required for 1910 
is estimated at $872,721,201, it is claimed 
the deficie for 1910 will be only about 
$10,000,000,

Hall of Chicago, that alcohol caused 
race suicide, gave the delegates lenty 
to talk about and they made full use 

of the opportunity. 

Dr. Quackenbos asserted the women 
did not wish to be cured in most in- 
stances and were prompted to indulge 
to excesses too frequently by the 
sense of pleasure they felt in the flat- 
tery of their admirers. Dr. Quacken- 
bos emphasized this point in giving 
the small percentage of women drink- 
era who were possessed of powers of 
resistance. .

“We hear much in these days of the 
usurpation of legisiation by the ex- 
ecutive branch. As long as the iegis- 
lative branch has the power of the 
purse the danger of executive usurpa- 


the omnipotence of Parliament and 
may completely eontrol the discretion 
conferred upon the executive by the 
Constitution. The country is under ob- 
ligation to Mr. Cleveland for having 
pointed out in his controversy with the 
Republican Senate some of the limita- 
tions that there are in the Constitu- 
tion in the attempted legislative action 
to restrict executive discretion. In the 
end, Mr. Cleveland won in his contro- 
versy with the Senate. Whether he 
— have done so had both the 
Ho and the Senate, been against 
him is a matter of doubt. The history 
of Andrew Johnson's controversy with 
Congress shows how far a partisan 
Legisiature may be induced to go in 
an unconstitutional attempt to cut 
Gown executive power. The limit of 
legislative restriction upon executive 
action is a difficult line to define. Any 
one who attempts to do more than to 
pass on single instances as they arise 
may and himself in great difficulty, 
but as such instances are considered 
and decided, the limits are gradually 
being defined. We owe to Mr. Cleve- 
land and his courage in dealing with 
the Senate of the United States the 
establishment of some useful prece- 
dents. 
TERM DEMOCRATIC. 

“In Mr. Cleveland's second term 
there was a large majority in his party 
in the House and a working major- 
ity in the Senate, so that the whole 
responsibility of government feil upon 
the Democratic party, with Mr. Cleve- 
land at its head. The significance of

“i pointment of his political life, for it 
_| developed the opportunity to test the 
Wisdom of the party policy advocated 
by him and declare in the party plat- 
form, While the business depression 
which existed before and after its 
passage furnished ammunition to his 
political opponents, who did not hest- 
tate to argue that the prospect of a 
revenue tariff on the one hand and the 
passage of the Wilson-Gorman bill on 
the other, paralyzed the industries of 
the country. Whatever one's views on 
the tariff, whether he be a protection- 
ist or a free trader, he cannot but 
have the deepest sympathy with Mr. 
Cleveland in his deep indignation at 
the party disloyalty which defeated the 
Wilson bill as it passed the House and 
gave us the nondescript bill which be- 


came the law.

power effective. It cost him the sup- 
port of the thoughtless, whose sym- 
pathy against the unjust aggressions 
of corporate wealth and power make 
them wink at the lawless invasion of 
vested rights. 

“But he succeeded in stopping what 
had really grown to the proportions 
of an insurrection. ‘The highest trib- 
unal created by the Constitution to 
fix the limits of State and national! 
authority completely sustained his 
course. : 

“Grover Cleveland earned the sin- 
cere gratitude of his countrymen and

This fact is 
borne out by the statement made by 
him in a note to the «ress in which 
he tells of having distributed his for- 
tune. Nothing was known either of 
his unhappy love affair by those with 
whom he was associated. 

Bandeau wrote three letters before 
his suicide.

Another to 
the Coroner was as follows: 

“IT am going to leave this world and

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O INCOME TAX. 
Appearances indicate that Congress will not 
resort to an income tax for the purpose of raising 
revenue to meet the expenses of the government 
at the present time. There was considerable talk 
of such a tax in connection with an inheritance 
tax. The latter, it appears, is “to go,” but the ad- 
vocates of the income tax seem doomed to defeat. 

No doubt this result will be a disappointment to 
many people, mostly those who oppose raising rev- 
enue by means of tariffs into which protection to 
American industries enters as one of the purposes. 
Those who oppose the protective tariff claim it is 
wrong because unequal! in its effects upon the lives 
of the people. These same persons contend that an 
income tax is more equable in reaching the people 
generally. 

Perhaps there is nothing in our political conten- 
tions which better illustrates the fact that preju- 
dice and not reason sways too many of us than 
this contention as to the inequality of the tariff tax 
and the equality of the income tax. 

The aim of all taxation is equality. It is an aim 
never reached. Undoubtedly some people bear the 
expenses of government more heavily through the 
tariff tax than others do. But it has always seemed 
to us as if the extra burden fell upon shoulders 
best able to bear it. Our tariff schedules have laid 
heavier duties on luxuries than on the necessities 
of life. Im taxed by the tariff do not generally 
enter into the lives of the great mass of the people. 
The classes. who enjoy smallest incomes use the 
fewest imported goods, and as the ability to buy 
becomes greater the purchase of foreign goods in- 
creases in about the same ratio. When it comes to 
the rich, they pay a very large amount of the ex- 
penses of the government through the taxes levied 
upon costly imports, all luxuries. This way of rais- 
ing taxes, too, gives every person an opportunity of 
avoiding almost entirely all the burden of taxation. 
No person need buy an imported article if that is 
thought desirable. If nothing imported is pur- 
chased, no part of the expenses of the t 
is borne even indirectly by that person. It is con- 
tended, of course, that the protective tariff enables 
American manufacturers to charge a higher price 
for their products than if they had to compete 
with imports from abroad. That is true, but the 
percentage of increase in price is so very small

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year round. On small dairy farms the usual 
method followed by skillful feeders is to cut the 
hay and cure it and then give it month by month 
to the cattle in cribs until the next crop is ready 
for use. A piece of good land with a well-estab- 
lished plant of alfalfa and abundance of irrigating 
water will feed one animal to the acre. There is 
another fact not to be matched in any other part 
of the country. 

The fruit crops last all the year in Southern 
California. One crop, the citrus fruits, oranges and 
lemons, never ceases being shipped. The season 
for oranges begins November 1 and closes Octeber 
31 of the next year. Small fruits and deciduous 
fruits and grapes come one after another from 
the first of January to the end of December. 

They used to say in years gone by that Les 
Angeles had no back country. There is an area of 
back country immediately around the city equal to 
four times the same extent anywhere else, because 
here we produce three to six crops a year com- 
pared with one elsewhere. And the fruits of the 
earth are only one and not our largest source of 


income. The oil fields of Southern California are 


producing annually more wealth than the orange 
groves. The beds of cement and other clays, the 
quarries and bituminous rock deposits are sources 
of wealth almost inexhaustible, and now yielding 
a revenue perhaps equal to the orange crop. Far- 
ther out in the back country, contributing to the 
business and prosperity of Los Angeles for 300, 
400, 500 miles, lie the richest mines in the world, 
producing the greatest variety of ores of any sec- 
tion upon earth. These mineral deposits are yield- 
ing revenues of millions a year. 

The resources of our soils are by no means de- 
veloped to their fullest extent. Indeed, but a good 
beginning has been made. Our other sources of 
wealth are not nearly so well developed. In fifty 


years only the surface of the mineral deposits will 


have been touched, and a hundred years from now 
the promise is that the output will be many times 
greater than at present. ; 

It may seem to some as if The Times had the 
Great Southwest on the brain.

The independent steel concerns have kept up 
a loud clamor against the United States Steel 
Corporation. The little fellows have been very bitter 
against the big one and have insisted that the gov- 
ernment should come in and protect them against 
the competition that they pretended to think un- 
fair. The government has been indeed ready enough 
of late years to shelter little business concerns, but 
there is a limit to government interferénce, and the 
government has found these limitations frequently. 
All that the government was able to do under just 
laws fairly executed has not succeeded in making 
the small concern with inadequate capital, operating 
antiquated machinery, under the management of 
small competency; able to meet the competition of 
the other concern with large capital, operating on 
an immense scale with the most modern machinery 
procurable, some of which could not be obtained by 
a rival, and under the ablest management in the 
world. No law ever will be effective in making the 
concern of the first type successful in competition 
with the concern of the second type. Nor ought 
any law ever to be enacted whose purpose was to 
do this thing, as unfair as it is impossible.

Church Member and Model for 
Youth, Arrested on Charge of le- 
suing Worthless Check in Race 
Horse Deal—Taps Gas Main, But 
Pays Just the Same. 


LONG BEACH, March Business 
and religious circles received a de- 
cided, shock today, when they learned 
of the arrest of Roy M. Carr, a prom- 
inent young realty man and president 
of the Baraca class of the Methodist 
Church, on a warrant charging him 
with uttering a check with no funds 
in bank to pay it. Carr was arrested 
by Chief Williams, arraigned before 
Justice Brayton, and was held in $1600 
bail to appear Monday for hearing. 

Carr declined to seek bondsmen, 
saying he wanted to go to jail and 
from there to prison. He was taken 
to the County Jail, where an uncle 
interfered and furnished bond for his 
appearance. When Carr was taken 
to headquarters a loaded revolver was 
found in his pocket, and indications 
are that he contemplated self-destruc- 
tion, but lacked the nerve. 

MERRY GAIT. 

With the news of the arrest came 
other stories, which indicate that 
young Carr had been going a merry 
gait for the past three months and 
that.his downfall is due to a passion 
for horse racing. and that a few suc- 
cesses at Arcadin and a developed 
craving for intoxicants, set him on the 
downward path. 

Up to three months ago Carr was 
pointed to as a model and successful 
young business man. Happily mar- 
ried, with a cosy home and the confi- 
dence of everybody, he had a bril- 
ant future. But bad business asso- 
clates led him astray. and soon came 
rumors of plunging at Arcadia, wine 
suppers and other excesses. Ten days 
ago Carr appeared with a race horse 
and annodgnced that he had also 
bought two automobiles out of a win- 
ning of $10,000 on a long shot. 

A few days later J. ©. Peltner of 
Arcadia complained to the police that 
Carr had given him a check for 88 
for a race horse, which had been dis- 
honored by the bank, there being no 
funds. Chief Williams, a personal 
friend of Carr, Peltner to 
take no action until he had seen Carr, 
but in hie effort to get a sottlement 
was insulted and a warm friendship 
ruptured. Then Pelitner swore out a 
com plaint.

SCORES HARD. 


RAMATIC STORY 
BY MRS. DUDEN. 


WEEPS AS SHE — OF KILLING 


Describes the Fierce Struggle for 
Possession of Revolver, After Her 
Refusal to Sign Over te Sheffier 
Her Portion of Estate Left Him 
His Wife. ’ 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


SAN DIEGO, March 18.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Effie Duden, accused of the 
murder of Bruce Sheffier, told on the 
witness stand in her own behalf today, 
a story of a terrific struggle between 
herself and her brother-in-law, for pos- 
fession of the revolver with which 
Sheffler was killed. The struggle took 
Place in the latter’s room, and, accord- 
ing to her testimony, was the culmina- 
tion of her refusal to sign a deed 
transferring to Sheffier her interest in 
the property left by her dead 
who was Sheffier’s wife, as well as her 
refusal to obey his request to forge the 
names of the other sisters to the deed. 

She testified that upon her declining 
to comply with his request Sheer be- 
came furious, threw her to the floor 
and gripped her by the throat so she 
was unable to cry out in order to 
alarm her husband who was in another 
part of the house. 

DRAMATIC STORY OF SHOOTING. 

Dramatically Mrs. Duden told of her 
efforts to throw Sheffler, who had her 
on her knees end was standing oer 
and slightly away from her. When he 
reached over her shoulder for the re- 
volver, which he kept on the chiffonier, 
saying There's a little thing here that 
will fix you,” she succeeded in break- 
ing from his grasp. She said she flung 
him into a corner of the room and 
then grabbing the revolver herself, 
fired as he crouched to spring upon 
her. 

Mrs. Duden was deeply affected as 
she told her story. She accused Shef- 
ner in her testimony of talking lightly 
of herself and of her sisters. The 
greater part of the afternoon was taken 
up with the defendant's statement, and 
when the prosecution was ready to 
take up the examination, court ad- 
journed until tomorrow niorning. P 

SCORES A POINT. . 

The defense scored its first telling 
point this morning when Sam Ferry 
Smith, formerly attorney for the dead 
man, was allowed to tell of his pro- 
fessional connection with Sheffier prior 
to the latter's death, and made the ac- 
cusation -that Shemer was a defaulter 
of his dead wife's estate to the extent 
t out after 
considerable argument tween the 
State's attorheys and those of the de- 
tense as to the admissibility of such 
evidence, the court ruling in favor of 


the latter. 

The point scored was bg 
foliowed up by the charge t Mrs. 
Duden, one of the heirs of — dead 
Sister's estate, refused to agree to 
assign to him her share of the es- 


tate. 
TELLS OF PLOT. 

Attorney Smith on the witness stand 
told of Sheffier coming to him and 
asking if the estate of his dead wife 
could be closed if he, Sheffier, got the 
other heirs, Mrs. Duden and her two 
sisters, to assign their claims to him. 
Witness said he could. Later the wit- 
ness asked Sheffler to make an gc- 
counting of the estate, and Sheer 
had replied he could not because of lack 
of money. 

Mrs. Duden, who had seemed 
depressed since her husband's damag- 
ing admissions of yesterday, bright- 
ened up perceptibly when Judge Lewis 
ruled that Smith should tell of his 
conversations with Sheffler regarding 
the estate, as she apparently realized 
one of the strongest points of the de- 
fense had thus been brought out. 
Smith was still on the stand when 
court adjourned at noon. 

It is not expected that Mrs. Duden 
will take the stand before tomorrow 
afternoon.

BRYCE TALKS 


OF PROBLEMS, 


British Ambassador Praises 


the Southland, 


Compares Modern Cities and 


Old Municipalities. 


Personal Characteristics 
Remarkable Man. 


BY WILLARD H. WRIGHT. 


I must confess that I gyas not a lit- 
tle astonished last Lvening when, at 
the Gamut Club, I saw and 
Ambassador Bryce for the first time. 
It was astonishment, however, which 
carried with it no small degree of 
admiration. The Right 


hand in hand. 
The one thing which kept forcing it- 
self upon me throughout the Am- 


bessador’s talk was his simplicity of 
nature—his directness, his frankness, 


his sincere spontaneity. He is not a 
big man physically—to the contrary. 
he is under height, and siender, but 
when he arose and stepped forward 
there seemed to envelope him an in- 
tegument of dynamic force. And I 
realized why, whenever he stood up 
in the House of Commons, friend and 
foe alike assumed a complimentary 
attentiveness. 
Too, Mr. Bryce is devoid of the at- 
tributes which are associated with 
great speakers. He has none of the 


traditional eloquence which gave the 


British Parliament of the early days 
a reputation for erudition from which 
time cannot detract. I was at once 
struck with the impersonality of his 
speech. This may be due to the aca- 
demic atmosphere 
to him—a characteristic which, it 
seems, not even the, robust modernity 
of America has been able to eradicate. 
But when he talked it was with an 
Parnestness and a fiuéncy which at- 
tested the existence of an iIntellection 
At once sympathetic, powerful, com- 
prehensive and unprejudiced. 

IDIOSYNCRACIES OF SPEECH. 

Mr. Bryce still retains the Celtic 
idjiosyncracies of speech, and the more 
earnest he gets the more pronounced 
become these little inflections of ar- 
ticulation. 
English broad “a's” and pronounces 
been! dean.“ despite hie loyalty to 
America. His voice is inclined to be 
snappy. and the words are Bot sus- 
tained in a manner which would pro- 
@uce what elocutionists would call 
“smoothness.” He is practically free 
of gesticulation (his hands, when not 
in his shirt bosom or in his pockets, 
rest on the table.) yet there is a foice 
beneath his halcyon exterior which is 
quite as emphatic as the force of those 
addicted to physical polemics. 

At a casual glance one would not 
see anything unusual in Mr. Bryce’s 
appearance. A second glance, though, 
reveals what, to me, is a rather re- 
markable peculiarity—he is young and 
old at the same time. His hair is 
thin and white, his face wrinkled, and 
his eyebrows sag: but there are health 
and alertness, strength and determi- 
nation in his features, which one can- 
mot disassociate from youth. His eves 
are large and young; they see, they 
understand. they scheme. and are 
shrewd. As he talked last evening it 
was difficult to disillusion myself that 
he was @ young man. He is unusually 
robust and vigorous. 

His evening clothes reflected well 
the reserve and self-obliviousness of 
his personality, and bespoke by their 
Classic somberpess the organisms of 
his cultured environment. There ex- 
isted a charming incongruity bet ween 
the Ambassador and the oratorica! 
pitcher of white china with its pro- 
pinguitous twnbler. 

RACTERISTIC PERSONALITY. 

Perhaps the most salient character- 
istic of Mr. Bryce’s personality is 
the utter lack of self-consciousness. 
He ts one of the greatest men of the 
Gay, but no one would ever suspect 
that he had been enlightened on this 
subject. There is an absence of the 
pomposity. of the intellectual assump- 
tion, which one unconsciously associ- 
ates with greatness. And yet Mr. 
Bryce is known as the most scholarly 
and most versatile of living English 
men. 

Mr. Bryce was introduced by Mr. 
Hunsaker in «a charitably brief I-will- 
pot-trespass-on-your-time remark, and 
the Ambassador. after a few courte- 
sies, began a «nost interesting and in- 
formal talk on “The Modern City; 
What It Is, And What'It May Be.“ 

At the opening the speaker indulged 
in some pleasant reminiscences of Los 
Angels twenty-six years ago, when 
he visited California for the first time. 
He made many humorous comparisons 
between the Los Angeles then and the 
Los Angeles now, expressing hic ad- 
miration for its remarkable and un- 

nted growth and development. 

After urg@&g. that 
municipal elections should be ‘free 
from partisanship and that all cities 
should encourage the formation of 
clubs, he began e series of instructive 
comparisons between the ancient and 
modern cities. The fact that Mr. 
Bryce ts a historian of world-wide 
reputation gave added interest to his 
description of the customs, govern- 
ments, and physical characteristics of 
the capitals of the earlier civilizations. 

He told in how many ways the an- 
' elemt« surpassed us moderns, and how 


the peculiarities of government and . | Jd 


cial life produced great statesmen and 
poets. But with all their advantages, 
neither Athens, nor Rome, nor Filor- 
ence had the compensations of the 
modern cities. Their sanitation, their 
public supply conveniences, and their 
educational systems, were not condu- 
cive to the highest good- 
HIGH SCHOOL IMPORTANT. 

At this juncture Mr. Bryce made a 
digression and discussed to some 
length the importance of the highest 
efficiency in high schools, deciaring 
that too much attention could not be 
centered on this particular institution 
of education. He expressed his opin- 
fon that, to a far greater degree than 
either the grammar schoo! or the col- 
lege, was the high school of itmport- 
ance. 

Returning to his original text he 
enumersted the things he thought of 
most importance in the physical and 
intellectual structure of the ideal mod- 
ern city. 

First he urged the necessity of park 
For the well being of any community 
these public places are indispensable 
They should not be confined to the out- 
skirte of a city. but should be judi- 
clously centr@iized. He cited the great 
Central Park of Vancouver as an ex 
ample of intelligent foresight. In con- 
nection With perks he placed public 
playgrounds for children as of equal 
importance. These should be widely 
distributed and within the reach of ev- 
ery child. 
ext in importance Mr. Bryce put 


the installation of public art galleries 
and public concert halls. There should 
be such places where the poor man, 
whore circumstances necessitate his 
living out of touch with artistic cul. 
ture, could go and feel that the place 
was his own. He should be able to 
come in contact with the great paint- 
ings, and it is the city’s duty to see 
that the op unity is afforded him. 
Likewise, e should de able to

MAKE CITY BEAUTIFUL. 


Aside from these things, the city it- 
self should be made beautiful. It 
should be laid out so as to refiect the 
maximum efficiency of architectural 
beauty. The streets should be lined 
with trees, flowers should be set out 
in all the parkings. 

By very informal and delightful 
transition Mr. Bryce launched out in 
a iauditory appreciation of Southern 
California. Be went somewhat into 
detail over our trrigation system, and 
gave some very interesting data on 
this oldest of all sciences.. He told 
how in Mosaic times in Egypt and 
Messopotamia, the science of irriga- 
tion had already passed out of ita 
tentative period. He said that today 
both England and Australia were 
watching our experiments, studying 


out methods, and copying our irriga- 


tion systems. 

In conclusion Mr. Bryce indulged 
in some favorable prognostications 
concerning California. Being situated 
centrally between the new eastern civ- 
lization (embracing Western Europe 
and Eastern America,) and the old 
eastern civilization, we have the ad- 
vantage of no other locality. 

“Will the time not come,” asked Mr. 
Bryce, “when the Pacific Ocean will 
be as much traversed as the Atlan- 


tie?” 
C. White Mortimer, British Vice- 
Consul, and E. MeGee, general 


parsenger agent of the Santa Fé, met 
Mr. and Mrs. Bryce at Pasadena and 
came on the train to La Grande Sta- 
tion. with them. The Chamber of 
Commerce representatives, Willis H. 
Booth, Joseph Scott, Henry T. Lee and 
Charies A. Sumner, were awaiting the 
arrival of the train to pay their re- 
spects to the distinguished visitor. 
Prof. James Main Dixon of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, also 
greeted Mr. Bryce in his private car. 

Mr. Bryce was a guest at a lunch- 
eon given in his honor at the Califor- 
nia Club and passed the afternoon 
quietly with friends. He expects to 
leave the city today for Berkeley, 
where he is to deliver a course of lec- 
tures at the State University.

Will Return to Los Angeles Later 
and Will Probably Meet the Mem- 
bers of Chamber of Commerce in- 
formally—Bears Again Blamed for 
Rumors of Retirement. 


EK. H. Harriman’s visit in Pasadena 


ing his family and other railroad offi- 
clais, will take place. Harriman will 
go to San Diego, accompanied by Dr. 
and Mr. George A. Dixon, Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Goelet and by Miss Mary 
Harriman. In the special train will 
also be the private cars of Col. Epes 
Randoiph, E. E. Calvin, J. T. Hara- 
han and W. H. Newman, expresident 
of the New York Central. 

Probably the Harriman party will 
remain in San Diego two days. Los 
Angeles will be visited for one day, 
and then a visit will be paid Santa 
Barbara, en route to San Francisco. 
Upon his return to Los Angeles, Mr. 
Harriman will probably meet members 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce. In response to an invitation 
from that body. he has replied that 
he would be glad to shake hands with 
the gentiemen of the chamber, but 
would not care to participate in any 
forma! affair. 

Mrs. Harriman, accompanied by her 
daughter, Miss Carolyn, and Miss Mo- 
ran, will leave for Chicago today, via 
the Salt Lake road. Mrs. Harriman 
has practically recovered from her 
cold, and is in good health. 

BEARS TO BLAME. 

While Mr. Harriman would not 
authorige any direct deniai for the 
press of the rumor that he is to retire 
from railroad business, his 
secretary, -Thomas Price, boldly re- 
futed it. 

“Mr. Harriman’s policy is to refuse 
to answer all questions of this na- 
ture, said Price last night. “If he 
did not he would not have time to do 
anything else. The New York papers | 
are forever killing somebody off, and | 
I don't think they have ever recorded | 
a burial yet. It is ridiculous to even | 
consider the rumor that Mr. Harriman | 
is to retire. Did he not tell you him- 
self yesterday that he ‘could not give 
up the game if he wished to?’ Seri 
ously, I have no doubt but that the 
report was started by the bears of 
Wall street, who are always jimmying 
for an opening.” 

Dr. George A. Dixon, private physi- 
clan of the railroad magnate, reiter- 
ated his statement heading the Harri- 
man interview in Thursday's Times. 
“I have said all that I can say about 
Mr. Harriman's health. Of course, if 
the newspapers in New York persist 
in reporting that he is sick, they may 
make him sick, but I don't think even 
that could result in his present splen- 
Ai health, He is far sturdier than 
the average man e at the age of 61, 
and is in better physical condition 
than he has been for a long time. I 
am sure that he has not the slightest 
ea of retiring. Such a thing is so 
absolutely unnecessary. He has such 
able co-workers and lieutenants, and 
sych a fine system of service, that his 
hard labors are over. It is almost a 
matter of pushing buttons with him 
now, enabling him to turn dis atten- 
tion to the higher study of railroads 
and to other things in general.”
